NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
Charged with acting as unregis- 
tered agents of the Japanese gov- 
ernment and receiving more: than 
$125,000 in cash from the Japanese 
consulate here, two men pleaded 
guilty today before a United States 
commissioner and a third was held 
by Federal agents. 

Joseph Hilton Smyth, former 


newspaper man and free lance 
writer, of Old Lyme, Conn., and 
Irvine Harvey Williams, a British 
subject, of Noroton, Conn., en- 
tered. pleas of guilty at their ar- 
raignment before United States 
Commissioner Edward H. Fay in 
Brooklyn. Both were held in $10,- 
000 bail for grand jury action. 

The third man, Walker Grey 
Matheson, a former news analyst 
in the office of the co-ordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs, was ar- 
rested in Washington and was to 
be taken to Brooklyn for arraign- 
ment later. 

All three were seized on war- 
rants accusing them of failure 
to register as agents of a foreign 
principal, as required by Federal 
law, and they face a maximum 
penalty of ten years imprisonment 
and $5000 fines. 

Most of Money for Magazine. 

P. E. Foxworth, assistant direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, said that most of the 
$125,000 was paid by.the Japanese 
consulate for the operation of the 
magazine “Living Age” from June, 
1938, to August, 1941.

Flying Fortresses and 
Boston Bombers Attack 
Rail Yards and Docks— 
R. A. F., Reds Pound 
Reich.

LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP).—Ameri- 
can airmen in Flying Fortresses, 
Boston bombers and fighter planes 
made their biggest assault of the 
war on Hitler’s transport system 
today, the bombers smashing at the 
Rouen railway yards and Le Havre 
docks in France while the fight- 
ers escorted the bigger planes and 
engaged in diversional sweeps. 
An authoritative announcement 
said there were no American loss- 
es but the wide activities cost the 
Allies six fighter planes, Two ene- 
my planes were destroyed. 


The attacks followed a night of 
intensive Allied action against Ger- 
many. <A powerful force of hun- 
dreds of Royal Air Force planes 
started big fires in Bremen, while 
the Russians scattered bombs on 
Eastern Germany and attacked 
Budapest for the first time. 

Vienna Reported Bombed. 

A German communique men- 
tioned the Russian raids without 
naming the cities other than Buda- 
pest, but the British radio quoted 
Scandinavian dispatches from Ber- 
lin as saying Vienna in Austria, 
Koenigsberg in East Prussia and 
Breslau in German Silesia were 
among the places hit. 

The German high command said 
the Russians also attacked places 
in Poland. 

The daylight raid of the Flying 
Fortresses was their eighth of the 
war, and their second on Rouen. 
Three squadrons, the greatest num- 
ber to be used so far in one op- 
eration, attacked from a high alti- 
tude. The flyers reported many 
bomb bursts on the targets. 
For the twin-motored Boston 
bombers it was the first action 
since July 4 when: they made their 
first attack across the channel in 
a raid on Holland. 


- Canadians in Escort. 

The escorts in both attacks in- 
cluded not only American fighters, 
but British and Canadian, and 
other Allied squadrons. 

‘The heavy assaults on the Ger- 
man transport system today and 
on Nazi industry last night gave 
more weight to the recent predic- 
tion by Lieut.

BRITISH IMPROVE 
THEIR POSITIONS

CAIRO, Sept. 5 (AP).—Nazi 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s Axis 
forces fell back slowly toward the 
west tonight under the sharp blows 
of British tanks and infantrymen 
and the bludgeonings of Allied 
bombers flying almost constantly 
over the. desert battlefield. 

New Zealanders forced an Axis 
withdrawal along the central sec- 
tor of the El Alamein front and 
held firmly to their new positions. 
On the south, in an area where 
some of the heaviest fighting of the 
week-long action has occurred, the 
combat moved at a slow pace to 
the west. 

Striking southwestward from 
their central positions into the en- 
emy flank, the New Zealand troops 
pushed Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
armored forces back three miles 
and destroyed several German 
heavy tanks. 

A number of Axis prisoners, 
about half of them Italians and the 
other half members of the Nine- 
tieth German Light Infantry, were 
taken, 

This Allied attack started Thurs- 
day night and fairly heavy fight- 
ing continued through yesterday 
when Rommel made three sharp 
but futile counterattacks in an ef- 
fort to dislodge the New Zealand-

1500-Ton War Vessel and 

Naval Auxiliary Lost 

by Enemy Action ‘Dur- 
ing Past Two Weeks.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
The loss of the United States de 
stroyer Blue and the small aux- 
iliary transport Colhour by enemy 
action in the South Pacific was 
announced by the Navy today. 

The Navy said the sinkings oc- 
curred “during the past two 
weeks” but did not connect them 
with any specific action. 

The destroyer Blue, commis 
sioned in 1937, was a 1500-ton yes- 
sel and had a normal complement 
of 175 men. The transport Col- 
houn was commissioned as a de- 
stroyer in 1918, served with the 
destroyer force in the first Wor'd 
War and was converted to an aux- 
iliary transport in 1940. It would 
have a normal personriel of about 
200 if troops were aboard. 

The Navy said there were few 
casualties. 

The losses were announced in 
Navy Communique No. 119, as fol- 
lows: 

“South Pacific: 

“1. The United States destroyer 
Blue and the small auxiliary trans- 
port Colhoun have been sunk dur- 
ing: the past two weeks in the 
South Pacific as a result of enemy 
action. 

“2. There were few casualties 
and the next of kin of those lost 
will be notified as soon as reports 
are received.” 

The destroyer Blue was built in 
Norfolk, Va. and wag launched 
May 27, 1937. It was named for 
Rear Admiral Victor Blue, who 
died in 1928. The Colhoun, de- 
signed as a destroyer of 1060 
tons, standard displacement, was 
launched in February, 1918. It was 
named for Rear Admiral Edmund 
R. Colhoun, who died in 1897. 
When it was converted to an auxil- 
jary transport in 1940, its forward 
fire room was removed to provide 
space for cargo and troops. 

The losses bring to 48 the num- 
ber of United States Navy ships 
lost since the war started. 


ALLIED BOMBERS 
RAID BUNA BASE 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
Sept. 6 (Sunday (AP).—Allied air 


forces smashed at Japanese bases 
in New Guinea yesterday with 
three destructive raids on Buna, in 
which numerous landing barges, 
boats and other equipment were 
destroyed, and with other attacks 
on Japanese ground forces at Ko- 
koda to the west and Milne Bay to 
the south, a communique said to- 
day. 

Buna, the enemy base for the 
land thrust to Kokoda, 60 miles 
east of the Allied base at Port 
Moresby, suffered the heaviest at- 
tacks. 

A fuel dump was blown up, an 
anti-aircraft position silenced and 
huts, motor vehicles and grounded 
aircraft destroyed without the loss 
of a single Allied plane, The Al- 
lied planes strafed enemy posi- 
tions heavily after unloading their 
bombs, 

The communique said Allied 
ground forces continued mopping 
up the remnants of Japanese 
troops still holding out in the 
jungles near Milne Bay, at the 
Southeastern tip of New Guinea. 
One Allied plane was lost while 
machine-gunning Japanese posi- 
tions near Kokoda.

— Russian soldiers have 
hurled back German attempts to 
advance on Stalingrad by violent 
assaults of infantrymen, tanks and 
planes and the Russians are hold- 
ing their lines firmly before the 
city, the Russians announced 
early today. ? 
Masses of planes, tanks and 
troops were hurled in waves into 
the battle on the sector southwest 
of Stalingrad, the midnight com- 
munique said, but the “Soviet 
units firmly met the fresh enemy 
onslaught. 

“Despite considerable numerical 


superiority Germans failed to ad- 

vance, Our artillery and trench 

bere: oni decima co the ¢énemy 
Held for Sécond Day. 

Thus the Germans were held 
back for the second straight day 
both northwest and southwest of 
the city on the Volga. 

The Russians said the Germans 
had suffered such heavy losses 
around Stalingrad that officers 
were forcing wounded Nazis into 
battle. Stalingrad already was be- 
ing spoken of as the “Red Ver- 
dun.” 

The only German advance ac- 
knowledged by the Russian high 
command was in the Black Sea 
area northwest of the Soviet naval 
base at Novorossisk.. Here the 
Russians “retreated to new posi- 
tions” after the Germans threw 
strong reinforcements against 
tired Russian forces who already 
had routed two German companies 
and a squadron of Rumanian 
cavalry. 
The Russians fighting northwest 
of Stalingrad repulsed attack after 
attack launched by the Germans 
and in some sectors took the 
initiative. 

Heavy Nazi Losses, , 
The midnight communique re- 
ported that one unit in the last 
few days had annihilated about 
3000 German officers and men in 
that area. 
The Soviet armies defending the 
city, in some of the bloodiest fight- 
ing of this war, took a firm stand 
deep in the Stalingrad defense sys- 
tem Friday and thus far have not 
retreated, Russian reports said. 
An indication of the ferocity 
of the battle southwest of Stalin- 
grad was given in this communique 
description: 
“Mortar gunners of ‘N’ unit 
maintained a fierce fire against a 
large concentration of enemy 
forces and wiped out 1200 German 
men and officers. They destroyed 
17 tanks and 70 trucks with enemy 
infantry.” 

Fighting In Caucasus. 
_In the Mozdok area deep in the 
Caucasus, the communique an- 
nounced, an enemy crossing of a 
river (presumably the Terek) had 
been smashed, about one battalion 
of German infantry routed and the 
enemy dislodged from a populated 
place, 

The Germans in the Mozdok sec- 
tor are attempting to reach the 
Grozny oil fields. 

On the western (Moscow) front, 
where the Russians have been on 
the offensive, the communique said 
Soviet tanks have inflicted serious 
losses on the enemy in some sec- .

The planes look tiny and slow- 
moving as they settle onto the car- 
rier’s deck or take off. 
dous rainbow circles our ship, and 
Z recall the remark of the ship’s 
captain when we sailed out of a 
harbor many days ago under a 
similar rainbow: 

“That beautiful rainbow—I won- 
der what we'll find at the other 
end of it.” 

Well, here are the mountains of 
Gaudalcanal looming ahead of us, 
their summits in the clear air, with 
clouds hanging at about 3000 feet. 

Over the radio Lieut. Harwood 
orders his gunners to test fire their 
machine guns in the turret. Their 
response, “Aye, aye, sir,” reminds 
us. that, even in the air, the Navy 
is still the Navy. They fire a few 
bursts. 

From the radio we hear the first 
news of the battle up ahead of us. 
It is an order to fighter planes in 
the air over the target. 

“Strafe north side of Bungana 
Island. That’s the one over there 
with the light on it.” 

Then comes another report: 
“Bombing and shelling of Gavutu 
appears to have wiped out resist- 
ance there.” 

The rugged mountains below us 
slope sharply into the sea, and be- 
tween scattered clouds we glimpse 
deep canyons and heavily-wooded 
hills. The sun is hot above the 
clouds and we roll up our sleeves. 

Another order comes over the 
air to our fighters from the group 
commander: “Strafe Haleva village 
and the beach on the south shore 
of Florida Island.” The fighter cap- 
tain answers, “Will do.” 

Then another order: “Have your 
bombers bomb Tanambogo Island.” 
The answer: “Okay, sir.” 

Our planes are working in the 
closest co-ordination with landing 
forces. From ships and landing 
boets the Marine commander gives 
his orders to our group com- 
mander and directs fighters or 
bombers to attack designated tar- 
gets. 

Over Guadalcanal Shore. 

Through the radio we can fol- 
low everything. 

We circle down through the 
overcast and come into the clear 
on the north shore of Guadalcanal. 
Over a village perched against the 
hillside there is a large white 
church, a few neat homes and a 
few tents—the latter, probably, 
signs of the Japanese occupation. 

Off in the channel between 
Guadalcanal and distant, dimly 
distinguishable Tulagi Island, is a 
force of our ships—transports and 
their escorting war vessels. 

There, low-lying clouds near 
Tulagi are ideal for hiding our 
operations from enemy bombers. 

We have studied this area in re- 
cent days and we feel perfectly at 
home here and quickly recognize 
places. These are at Tulagi and 
along the 20-mile stretch of the 
northern coast of Guadalcanal. 
There are 20 miles of sheltered 
water between Guadalcanal and. 
Tulagi, which nestles off the south- 
ern coast of Florida Island. 4 

There are two big fires at Ku- 


where we expected to find them.

Marines’ Waterbugs. 
In the channel, our transports 
are surrounded by what look like 
hundreds and hundreds of water- 
bugs which actually are Marine 


heading shoreward while others 
are circling the ships. 

The boats must be moving fast, 
judging by the wakes. 

One of our cruisers is close in- 
shore off the northern coast of 
Guadalcanal. Its guns spit blue 
flame and we see shells hit in 
trenches near the landing field, 
a up sharp clouds of black 


After the cruiser’s guns fire, 
there is what looks like a splash 
out near its side, and we think 
momentarily that Japanese shore 
artillery is shooting back, But a 
closer look shows it is brown 
smoke from the cruiser’s guns. 

We spot typical Japanese sam- 
pans along the beach and up the 
Lunga River, which curves down 
from the mountains past Lunga 
airfield and into the channel near 
Kukong. 

Flying low over the circular 
anti-aircraft emplacements, we see 
they are as deserted as the entire 
area, and I feel-a satisfaction at 
having predicted the Japs would 
take to the woods when we jumped 
them. 


We circle over the Marine boats 
and I see the first one touch shore 
and the Marines jump out. It is 
9:10 a; m., only 10 minutes past the 
scheduled landing hour. The 
landing place is a sandy shore 
fringed with palm trees, with an 
open area of several hundred yards 
of grassy plain behind it. As soon 
as the Marines land, the boats turn 
around and speed back tq the 
transports. 

Still circling and awaiting or- 
ders, we see fires at Kukong blaz- 
ing higher as they spread to new 
oi] drums. . 

The group commander calls us 
by radio and tells the pilots what 
has taken place prior to our ar- 
rival. He says the Japs fled with- 
out even attempting to man their 
guns and not a single anti-aircraft 
shot was fired. He adds, “Bruce, 
there’s a bunch of Japs hiding in 
the woods down there off the run- 
way. Go low and get them.” 

Bruce circles deliberately tnto 
position and glides down toward 
the woods. Around the corner I 
see him pull back the release. I 
look back and see bombs falling 
from our other planes. 

They hit and burst and our plane 
jumps slightly from the blasts. 


but were wide of the woods, land- 
ing on the open space of a new 
runway. 

The group commander radios, 
“Bruce, I'll show you where. Watch 
me.” 

There are many planes in the 
air over the landing field but we 
are able to follow the group com- 
mander’s from his own radioed 
description of maneuvers he’s. 
making. 

He dives toward a corner of the 
woods, cuts loose with machine 
guns and his tracers indicate our 
target. He says: 

“Go get those guys.” 

Bruce says, “Will do.” He tells 
Gunner Sullivan to give him more 
bombs. 

Bombs Do Not Miss. 

Our plane circles even lower. 
This time the bombs do not miss, 
They make a quick, brilliant blue 
flash as they hit, then a cloud of 
black smoke flares. Our plane 
bumps more sharply from the con- 
cussion. 

After our last plane drops its 
bombs, I think I see machine gun 
firing from the woods behind the 
airport, and pass a note to Bruce. 
He goes back again, dives, and re- 
leases another salvo. 

Small boats are still coming 
ashore in increasing numbers, 
while others are returning to the 
ships empty. There are two long 
parallel lines of boats from the 
shore to the ships. 

We haven’t seen Japs any- 
where, so we circle low over coco- 
nut groves hunting them behind 
trees from only 300 feet up. The 
trees are widely spaced and if any- 
thing moves we will be able to 
spot it. 

I remember the last time I flew 
over battlefields—it was in a Jap- 
anese army plane during the Jap- 
anese attack on Changsha last Oc- 
tober. Then they had complete air 
control and they exploited it to the 
utmost. Now the tables are turned 
and they are getting a little of 
their own medicine. 

We fly along the airfield just as 
@ group of our fighters dive from 
the opposite direction ahd strafe. 
Their machine guns make a ter- 
rific pattern of destruction, ripping 
through small buildings along the 
runway and starting fires, Tracer 
bullets ricochet from the ground 
and seem almost to hit the tails 


4 of planes ahead. é 


From a iow altitude we can see 
details of the airfield. The Japa- 
‘nese were building steel hangars, 
ims are in place. Anti- 
ls “are spotted every- 
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been digging materials with which 
to surface the runways. There are 
many buildings in the coconut 
groves around the field, and it is 
obvious the Japanese were prepar- 
ing this area as a formidable ad- 
vance base. We have hit them be- 
fore they could finish their work. 
The ‘group commander . says: 
“Two armored trucks in the woods 
there and some troops.” 

We look but do not find them. I 
am praying hard we'll find them, 
remembering how many times 
I've hidden in woods while they 
circled above and how many dead 
and wounded American and Fili- 
pino soldiers I’ve seen after Japa- 
nese attacks of this kind in the 
Philippines. 

Meanwhile, Bruce locates anoth- 
er target—a building near a pon- 
toon bridge crossing the Lunga 
River. He goes low and drops, and 
it’s a perfect hit. The building 
collapses and smoke and flames 
shoot up. 


We are circling very deliberate- 
ly. Everything is very business- 
like. This is not a hit-and-run. We 
are here to do the job and do it 
thoroughly. 

Voices of the pilots over the ra- 
dio are calm. Occasionally one 
leaves the radio switch open and 
we can hear the bark of his guns. 

There’s no use wasting bombs, so 
we circle the field several times 
without dropping any. On the 
beach to the south of Kukong I 
spot a Japanese flag on a tower, 
with boxes or crates underneath. 

I pass a note to Bruce, telling 
him about the flag. Along the 
beach, houses have been knocked 
flat by our shells and bombs. 

We go to have a look for the 
flag and see one atop a partly 
wrecked tower. “Stop,” Bruce says. 
“Sullivan, swing your gun around. 
I'll give you a few shots at a flag 
up there.” 

But when we got there someone 
else already had blasted the tower 
and the flag was dangling. 


Landing and Unloading. 

Farther along we see another 
flag in front of what appears to 
be a wooden warehouse, and Bruce 
dives at it with his last bomb. 

I pass Bruce another note say- 
ing, “can you please take me over 
the Marine landing beach?” Over 
the interplane he says, “Sure, can 
do.” , 

We go back and fly parallel with 
the beach and see the first Marine 
tanks already ashore and moving 
inland over the grassy clearing. 
Heads of two men are visible in 
each of the tanks. All along the 
beach Marines still are landing and 
unloading boats. 

The scene suddenly looks fa- 
miliar. It is a traditional Marine 
recruiting poster of landing on a 
tropical beach with a backdrop of 
coconut palms and green hills. 
Everything fits in. 

There are even more “waterbug” 
boats swarming about than before, 

All of our bombs are gone so 


we must—reluctantly, as far as I | &T 


am concerned—return to the car- 
ow, =". = 

Over the radio we hear the group 
commander relieving the officer 
who has been on duty since early 
in the attacks. The latter describes 
the set-up, reporting “Little opposi- 
tion at Tulagi. No aerial opposi- 
tion, and no anti-aircraft fire at 
Guadalcanal.” 

We fly back over the mountains 
from which the clouds now are 
gone. They appear even more 
rugged than they did this morning. 

The Japs will have a tough time 
getting a living in these hills. Even 
if they regain their courage and 
try an attack or sniper tactics, 
their ammunition and supplies are 
limited afid fhey can’t be much of 
a menace to the Marines. 


From over the sea, we quickly 
spot.our carriers and land aboard. 

We've been in the air for hours. 
Over a cup of coffee, I make 
Bruce's acquaintance—not having 
had time to do so before. 

He’s six feet, five inches tall and 
built proportionately. He’s married 
and looks like the kind of a fel- 
low who'd enjoy sitting around in

SCENE OF BATTLE 
ON SECOND DAY

ABOARD A UNITED STATES 
NAVY TORPEDO BOMBER OVER 
THE SOLOMON ISLAND BAT- 
TLEFIELDS, Aug. 8 (Delayed) 
(AP).—We are flying into Tulagi 
in air support of Marines mopping 
up remnants of Japanese whose 
main force was blasted and scat- 
tered in yesterday’s attack on the 
Solomon Islands by United States 
forces. 

The last serious Japanese resist- 
ance is on the tiny island of Tan- 
ambogo in Tulagi Harbor. We hold 
the entire north shore of Gaudal- 
canal and the important harbor of 
Tulagi, where yesterday our planes 
and artillery smashed the installa- 
tions. Afterward, the Marines came 
ashore, almost without opposition. 

Our fighters and dive bombers 
were first to leave the carrier, and 
we hopped off a short time later. 
Lieut. Harold (Swede) Larsen of 
Birmingham, Ala., is leading our 
flight as skipper. Before we took 
off, Swede told me he hoped 
“there’s some Birmingham steel in 
these bombs we're going to drop.” 

The weather is unsettled, with 
clouds covering the entire south 
coast of Guadalcanal Island, so we 
climbed high over them. The sun 
is behind a massive white thunder- 
head over to our right, and our 
planes, flying in formation, are 
outlined against another big cloud. 

“Keep Sharp Lookout.” 

Still en route to the target, we 
get news that the Japanese are 
preparing to strike back, following 
up their ineffectual bombing raids 
of yesterday afternoon. Our radio 
speaks: “Enemy submarine re- 
ported in this area. Keep sharp 
lookout.” 

By now, the entire region of 
Tulagi and Guadalcanal islands is 
covered by low lying clouds. We 
descend through a hole and come 
out near Tulagi. , 

Our transports have moved in 
closer to the beach and are atill 
unloading. Marines are streaming 
in small boats from ship to shore 
in unbroken lines. Our warships 
stand by in anticipation of another 
visit by the Jap bombers. We see 
no sign of any ship damaged in 
yesterday’s attack. 

Now we are circling Tulagi, wait- 


‘boats, Florida is truly beautiful Its 


Tanambogo, connected by a cause- 
way, are a mite east of Tulagi. 
A mile to the north ig Mokambo. 
Flying lower, we see the tre- 
mendous destruction wrought by 
our bombs and shells on all the 
islands. Many buildings have been 
flattened by direct hits or were 
burned in the resulting fires. 

The damage is especially notice- 
able on Gavutu and Tanambogo. 
The latter is the least built-up of 
the islands — mostly sheds con- 
structed by the Japanese as a base 
for their seaplanes. 

Despite the destruction and fires 
and poor weather, it is a color- 
ful spot, the kind of South Sea 
island paradise you read about. 
The sheltered harbor and calm 
waters of the channel stretching 
over to Guadalcanal, with. small 
islands scattered here and there, 
make the entire area appear like 
an inland sea. 

We patrol the shore of Florida 
Island northwestward, searching 
for enemy troop concentrations or 


coast is indented by many still, 
deep lagoons, and lakes are scat- 
tered everywhere. 

Villages Seem Deserted. 

The island is covered with a thick 
growth of trees, but its hills are 
not high. We see small, clean vil- 
lages along the coast; they seem 
deserted. I wonder what the Solo- 
mon Islanders think of their visit- 
ors—first the Japs, and then -us, 
picking this remote spot to fight a 
war. 

It is hard to realize a war is 
going on. | 

Down below, Marine reinforce- 
ments appear to be landing on 
Gavutu. Two boats cautiously ap- 
proach the docks, and the Marines 
step ashore, while other boats 
circle some distance offshore. 

The group commander who is di- 
recting air operations tells us to 
get out of the Tulagi area because 
of poor visibility which endangers 
the circling planes. We got out 
over the transports and warships, 
and I see that Australian warships 
have been painted the battle gray 
of the United States Navy. Last 
time I saw them they were camou- 
flaged with the colors of the Brit- 
ish Navy. 

These fighting vessels are a part 
of the Australian-American squad- 
ron under MacArthur and com- 
manded by a British Admiral, For 
‘the first time I see the “white en- 
sign” of His Majesty’s Navy. 

We fly so low we can see the 
diminutive American flags on the 
Marine landing craft. The boats

We sight a strange looking air- 
plane with what looks like red 
balls on its wings, and wonder mo- 
mentarily if it is a Jap. Flying 
closer, we see the red ball is part 
of the R. A, F. insignia. It is an 
observation plane off an Austral- 
ian cruiser. 

“Blast Them Out.” 

Finally, the group commander 
gives the order we have been wait- 
ing for: “Swede, bring your tor- 
pedo bombers over Tanambogo 
and bomb the hill. The Marines 
are meeting serious counter fire. 
Make deliberate runs and blast 
them out of the hill.” 

Our planes seem to shake off 
their boredom instantly and speed 
purposefully across the channel 
toward Tulagi, now covered by a 
rain squall, The group com- 
mander says, “Swede, wait a few 
minutes. That .cloud will pass by.” 

We wait, and then go in and 
circle Tulagi. There’s much more 


yards at the longest. Most of the 
coconut trees on it are blasted flat. 
The hill from which the Japanese 
are firing onto the causeway rises 
from the water on the south shore 
and extends northward for 200 
yards. It appears to be about 200 
feet high and is brown and barren 
with deep shell and bomb craters. 

We circle, getting lined . up. 
Swede glides down first with his 
wingman close behind. They get 
a perfect string of hits on the 
hillside, but our: other planes are 
a little wide. 


Swede radios: “Those were a 
little short. Bring them up.” 

Our next run is still short. Swede 
says: “Wait a minute and I'll show 
you.” His plane glides steeply and 
he releases his bomb, which plows 
the hillside. 


We make repeated runs and the 
bombing improves. The squadron 
makes at least 20 hits on target 
areas and we can't understand how 
anybody could live there unless 
they are in deep concrete and rein- 
forced shelters. 


(Nevertheless, some Japanese 
lived through the terrific bombing 
and shelling and continued to re- 
sist for two more days when they 
were wiped out to the last man.) 

On our pullouts after the diving 
runs we fly low over Tulagi then 
circle the harbor and fly back over 
Gavutu. There is a wrecked Jap- 
anese four-engined flying boat off 
Gavutu, and several wrecked 
fighters on Tanambogo shore. 

All that’s left of the flying boat

Fire in the east wing basement 

of the 102-family Georgian Court 
Apartments, 5656 Kingsbury

There will be no curtailment in 
production or lay-off of employes 
at the core division of the St. Louis 
Ordnance Plant, it was announced 
yesterday by the McQuay-Norris 
Manufacturing Co., which operates 
the core division.

HE state of American aviation has a 
T vital bearing on the question of a second

In this hubbub of conflicting opinions, 
what are the actual facts? Within the 
limits of censorship on numerous figures 
and specifications, the Post-Dispatch under- 
takes herewith to present the unbiased truth, 
with entries on the credit page fairly re- 
corded and those in the debit column in- 
scribed with realism.

The Fortress carries three and a half tons 
of bombs and the Liberator four tons, as 
against five and a half tons for the Halifax 
and eight each for the Stirling and Lancaster.

Strong and Weak Points

Following is @ summary of the good and bad 
points of Army Air Forces planes shown above: 


B-17 Flying Fortress—High-altitude bomb- 
er, pride of the Army Air Forces, has sur- 
prised both sponsors and critics by its per- 
formance. It is faster and apparently is 
more heavily armed and armored than Brit- 
ish four-motor bombers. It flies at 30,000 
feet or more, compared to 20,000 for the 
British Stirling and 21,000 for the Lancaster. 
Its 3000-mile range. exceeds those of the 
Stirling, Lancaster and Halifax by 500 to 
1000 miles but is 4000 miles short of that of 
the German Heinkel 177. With the secret 
Norden bombsight, it is capable of uncanny 
precision bombing but it is a sharpshooter 
rather than a “saturation” blaster. It car- 
ries. three and a half tons of bombs; fhe 
Halifax carries five and a half and the 
Stirling and Lancaster eight. 


Lockheed P-38 Lightning Interceptor—The 
United States has a comparatively small 
number of these high-altitude combat planes. 
Only one is known to have engaged in battle; 
it shot down two Japanese four-engine flying 
boats in rapid succession. In spite of its 13,- 
500 pounds, twice the average weight for 
pursuit craft, it can climb a mile in a minute 
and develop a speed of 400 miles an hour. 
It is regarded as hard to maneuver, however. 


Curtiss P-40—Originally a low-altitude 
anti-bomber plane. Its basic design is six 
years old at least, and the model probably 
would have been dropped if it had not been 
in quantity production. To increase its alti- 
tude, its original Allison liquid-cooled motor 
was replaced with a Briti supercharged 
Rolls-Royce Merlin XX. It/is far outclassed 
by Japanese Zero planes(q b, maneuver- 
ability and altitude, bat As superior in fire- 
power and structural stfength, and possibly 
has an edge in speed.

America Pioneered in Sub- 
stratosphere Flight, Dive- 
Bombing, Air Torpedo and 
Paratroops—Neglected to 
Develop Them Despite the 
Lessons of War. 

T arm, during the last six years is bound 
up with the career of the nation’s No. 1 

airman, Lieut. Gen. Henry H. Arnold. - He 

was appointed assistant chief of the Army 

Air Corps in 1936 and became its chief 

in 1938. Under the reorganization of last 

March he was named Commanding General of 

the Army Air Forces. 

The record, with its assets and liabilities, 
may be summarized as follows: 

During the last 20 months, the former Air 
Corps and GHQ Air Force have been consoli- 
dated and military aviation has expanded 
from a small auxiliary to an establishment 
operating on equal terms with the ground 
forces, 

American attack and medium bombers 
have given eminent satisfaction. American 
heavy bombers lead the world in long-dis- 
tance, high-altitude precision bombardment 
and have proved capable of, stout defense, 
even when unescorted by fighters, but their 
bomb load is too small for the “saturation” 


attacks needed to crush the Nazi war indus- 
trial plant. 


America’s Best Not Yet 

In Ample Production. 

American aviation is a year behind Brit- 
tain’s, Germany’s and even Japan’s in the 
development of high-altitude pursuit planes. 
Craft of this sort are the new Spitfire, Bristol 
Beaufighter, Messerschmitt 109-F, Focke- 
Wulf 190 and Mitsubishi-Ol, all of which are 
in active. service. The American answer is 
the Republic P-47 Thunderbolt, which has 
not yet been tested in battle and which may 
not be in ample production until 1943. 

The only American high-altitude fighter 
plane now in action, two years after the 
battle of Britain evoked sub-stratosphere 
combat, is the Lockheed P-38 Lightning In- 
terceptor, a two-engine craft of great speed, 
climbing capacity and fire-power, which is 
weak in maneuvering agility. A respectable 
number of these planes are on various bat- 
tle fronts, and at least one has fought vic- 
toriously, 

All American fighter planes are single- 
seaters, without rear gun emplacements. 
They are consequently vulnerable to attack 
from above and behind. No beginnings are 
known to have been made here toward elim- 
inating such “blind spots.” Both the Ger- 
mans and British already have placed in 
action two and even three-seater pursuits, 
with power-operated gun turrets at the rear. 
In liquid-cooled motors, which power three 
of the most important pursuit planes made 
in this country, the United States has lagged 
far behind Britain and Germany. It has 
nothing in service at present to rival. the 
Rolls-Royce Merlin XX, to say nothing of 
the more powerful British Napier Sabre and 
German Daimler-Benz. In order to raise the 
Curtiss P-40F from low to medium-altitude 
capacity it was necessary to discard the Gen- 
eral Motors Allison for the Rolls-Royce Mer- 
lin. 

Five American inventions have proved of 
outstanding importance in modern air bat- 
tle. They are sub-stratosphere flight, the 
turbo-supercharger, the dive bomber, the 
aerial torpedo and paratroops. All, in whole 
or in part, have been neglected until recent- 
ly by the War Department. It availed itself 
of high-altitude flight and the supercharger 
for its heavy bombers, oy not for its pur- 
suits. - | 
Slow in Learning Lesson

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Russia—Key to Allied Victory 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

EING a native of Germany and hav- 

ing seen the war through the eyes df 
that country, from Sweden, where I 
lived for two years, and now from this 
‘country, I am seriously concerned about 
the attitude the average American has 
toward Russia. The following explains 
my feeling about Russia’s important role 
in insuring victory for the Allies: 

Count von Moltke, the world’s first 
military scientist, developed strategy as 
we know it today. Crushing his enemy 
in huge pincers, he swiftly won three 
wars for Prussia. 

The German General Staff of. today, 
strongly influenced by Prof. Haushofer’s 
“geopolitics,” translates Moltke’s tactics 
on a huge scale. Lakes enlarge to be- 
come seas, hills become chains of moun- 
tains, armies of 300,000 multiply by 10 or 
more. The terrain around Koeniggraetz 
became all of France, and is now threat- 
ening to become all of Russia and the 
East, or what Haushofer calls the “Indo- 
Pacific area.” While the enemy is en- 
gaged on what appears to be a front but 
is in reality one of the pincers, the other 
pincer widely outflanks him and then 
attacks from the flank and back. 

They tried it in the Near Bast, too, 
but there the Allied forces enclosed in 
the Axis pincers refused to let them- 
selves be crushed. But we saw that when 
Rommel was advancing, his comrades on 
the Russian front were rather quiet, and 
vice versa. Now that von Bock is locked 
-up before Stalingrad and in the Cauca- 
sus, Rommel begins to move again, But 
he knows that the Allies are well pre- 
pared, and if he expects big results 
he knows he will have a violent fight. In 
other words, both the German Army in 
Russia and Rommel expect slow ad- 
vances at best. 

When the situation was similar last 
winter, the Japanese struck at Pearl 
Harbor and Singapore. Now they have 
ousted pro-Russian Togo, let their Min- 
ister of War take over their Foreign 
Office and concentrated strong forces at 
the Russian border. Trying to see it 
their way, we cannot help getting the 
impression that they intend to be the 
swiftly moving pincer again, trying to 
crush the Allied forces in Asia. 

Though it sounds fantastic, Haushofer 
may very well think that he has Asia 
almost in pincers, one extending from 
North Cape to the Caucasus or Libya, 
the other one from the Northern tip of 
Japan to Burma. It certainly. would 
favor Hitler's geopolitical warfare to 
close these pincers in, Russia. 

If Hitler and Hirohito could shake 
hands in Russia, they could economically 
and militarily co-operate without hin- 
drance and.would be much more power- 
ful and resourceful. India and the Near 
East would be extremely difficult to de- 
fend. If we still could win the war, it 
would take many years and inflict im- 
mense suffering on us and others. 

The only way to avoid this is to keep 
Russia fighting, no matter at what costs, 
thus preventing the closing of the pin- 
cers around the East. If we like it or 
not, our fate depends on the resistange 
the Red Army is able to put up. The 
Russians hold the key to victory.

Republicans for drafting these young men, Demo- 
crats against it. Why should the division be on a 
party basis? Are the Democrats trying to avoid a 
stand on this issue until after the congressional 
‘election? That is what the Republicans chirge. 
Are the Republicans trying to embarrass the admin- 
istration? That might well be the Democratic answer. 

The attitude of military leaders on extending the 
draft is already in the record, at least so far as lower- 
ing the age limit to 19. Soon after Pearl Harbor, the 
War Department asked Congress to make this change 
in the draft law, in order to meet the need for man- 
power, and also because young men are held to make 
better soldiers than older men. The President, the 
Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff and the Selective 
Service Administrator urged the step. The Senate 
passed the bill, but the House gave way to political 
fears and defeated it. A timid compromise lowering 
the draft age to 20 then was adopted. 

Events have made the need for fighting men even 
more acute than in December. There have been in- 
dications that the high command wants the draft 
age lowered to 18. Gen. Hershey said in May that 
the step would be necessary. Secretary Stimson said 
in July that he expected it. The draft age was 
lowered to 18 in World War I, and today’s necessity 
is far greater. 

This is so clearly a military matter rather than a 
political issue that the whole debate should end at 
once if Mr. Roosevelt or some other high official 
would make a specific statement on the subject. 

Of course it is abhorrent to send young men into 
battle. It is abhorrent to send men of any age into 
battle. It is abhorrent to make orphans out of 
children of older men. All war is abhorrent. But 
that does not make it any the less real. That does 
not in any way effect the urgency of an all-out effort 
by the American people. Everyone knows that war 
takes lives. Everyone knows that it exacts its toll 
in blood and sweat and tears. 

‘It ig hard to escape the conclusion that administra- 
tion leaders in Congress do not want to answer 
to a roll call on this question before the election. 
All too many Senators and Representatives seem 
more interested in getting themselves re-elected than 
in sure, certain and efficient prosecution of the war. 

If- the timid, self-serving members of Congress 
are held to sharp account on Nov. 3, they need not be 
surprised. They are asking for it.

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A PLEA FROM THE FIGHTING FRENCH. 

The Free French Relief Committee, with national 
headquarters in New York, and devoted representa- 
tives in St. Louis, is appealing for donations for the 
relief of those many valiant Frenchmen who have 
chosen to become exiles rather than submit to the 
Hitler-created Vichy French Government. 

Numerous worthy supplicants already have made 
their appeals to the people of this nation, but this 
request should be regarded in the light of an earnest 
and well-merited application. Those who chose to 
be disinherited rather than to be dishonored, are cer- 
tainly worthy of aid. 
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TWO DEMOCRATIC SENATORS DEFEATED. 

The news of the defeat of Democratic Senator 
James H. Hughes of Delaware for renomination was 
pretty much lost in the war dispatches, but it is 
worth lifting out for a second notice. 

Senator Hughes, who was elected in the second 
Roosevelt landslide in 1936, has been one of the 
surest votes the administration has had in the Sen- 
ate. He has been called a “stanch Roosevelt sup- 
porter” and a “rubber stamp” depending on who was 
doing the calling. How far he went in his devotion 
to the administration can best be told by recalling 
that he was one of the bitter-end few who voted to 
keep the Roosevelt court bill alive after it had 
been overwhelmingly rejected by the country. 

When the roll was called on the motion to send 
the court-packing plan back to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee—to death and burial—only 20 Senators 
out of 96 stood by the President. Eighteen of these 
were Democrats and one of the 18 was Senator 
Hughes. E. Ennals Berl, a leader of the Democrats 
of Delaware, went to work then and there to organize 
opposition to Mr. Hughes and to exact a penalty for 
his slavish vote. Mr. Berl’s five-year campaign 
culminated last week with his own nomination as 
Democratic candidate to succeed Senator Hughes. 

If this is an administration reverse—and it defi- 
nitely is just that, even though Delaware is not an 
important State politically—the defeat of Senator 
Berkeley L. Bunker of Nevada is not in the same 
pattern. Thirty-six-year-old Mr. Bunker, youngest 
member of the Senate, who holds his seat by ap- 
pointment, had an old campaigner against him in 
Representative-at-large James G. Scrugham. More- 
over, the youthful successor to Key Pittman invited 
trouble by his attack on the Las Vegas basic mag- 
nesium war plant in his State. As Mr. Scrugham has 
been a New Deal regular in the House, his nomina- 
tion is no backset to the administration, 
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NOW DIES SMEARS THE FBI. 

Representative Martin Dies seems bitterly disap- 
pointed that Federal employes, after investigation, 
turn out to be not nearly so wicked as he said they 
were. Instead of confessing error, however, the 
chairman of the House Committee on un-American 
Activities just whips his smearing brush around 
in another direction and asserts that the FBI didn’t 
like the assignment, so fell down on the job. 

The general public has great respect for and con- 
fidence in the FBI, which is more than can be said 
of the popular attitude toward the demagogue from 
Texas. The people expect the-Federal investigating 
agency to protect the country from spies and 
saboteurs, to run down all enemies, domestic and 
foreign alike. So when it reports that the thou- 
sands of disloyalty charges broadcast: by Dies and 
others were 99.25 per cent wrong, the character of 
Government employes is pretty well. established, and 
so is the falsity of the charges against them, 

Dies is already discredited by the almost complete 
breakdown of the wild charges he has been making. 
His attempt to blacken the good name of the FBI 
is enough to show him up as a total loss. 

PROBLEMS OF PEDESTRIAN CONTROL. | 

Should the Board of Aldermen enact a pedestrian 
control ordinance, as is now being proposed following 
the tragic death of a 19-year-old girl under the 
wheels of a Public Service Co. bus ‘at Washington 
avenue and Eighth street Thursday? The basis of 
the demand for the ordinance is that both the bus 
driver, who turned right, and the girl, who sought to 
cross, were responding to the traffic officer's signal. 

Strict enforcement of the present ordinance, which 
gives the pedestrian the right of way in situations 
such as that at Washington and Eighth, should pre- 
vent future accidents of that lamentable sort. If 
pedestrians clear thé crossings before motor vehicles 
begin their right turns, persons on foot cannot be 
trapped a few steps from the curb, Full-sized pedes-

Rank and file of two union groups strongly favor peace, says AFL 
paper, but it fears progress will be slow; thinks that, despite 


schism, CIO revolt was a good thing for the worker; hopes com- 


ing conference: will at least abolish jurisdictional disputes at once.

HE rank and file of the AFL and CIO 

strongly favor peace and accord be- 

tween these two great bodies of organized 
labor. President Roosevelt wants labor 
unity because it will help to win the war 
and simplify our post-war problems. The 
public on the sidelines, who too often are 
innocent bystanders, also hope that this 
consummation will be achieved. 

While we agree that labor peace is desir- 
able and constantly have urged it, we don’t 
believe that we can expect complete reunion 
for a long time to come. : 

Frankly, we are not over-optimistic of 
the ultimate outcome of the discussions to 
be opened this month between AFL and 
CIO spokesmen, because of the powerful 
conflicting interests and of the strong, 
practical and. selfish labor personalities in- 
volved. 

Too many fat cats will have to be skinned; 
too many traditions will have to be set 
aside; too much red tape will have to be 
unraveled. Genuine labor peace will not be 
firmly established until the rank and file 
spontaneously rise in their wrath and in- 
sistently demand such unity. 

However, it is quite likely that some- 
thing constructive will evolve from the com- 
ing and future conversations. Apparently 
more good will is evident since, on the sur- 
face, the truculent John L. Lewis is out 
of the picture. Let us hope that smooth- 
working machinery is set up to adjudicate 
jurisdictional disputes and that specific 
zones of organization are erected upon 
which neither group will poach at the ex- 
pense of the other. ) 

To put it brutally and frankly, the CIO 
fevolt was a good thing for the American 
labor movement and the worker. It. jolted 
a sundry collection of smug and egotistic 
labor oligarchs out of their over-stuffed 
swivel chairs. It put the labor movement 
upon a competitive basis. It forced some 


arbitrary unions to change their obsolete 
rules and methods. It made some high- 
Salaried officials get out and earn their 
wampum after long years of hibernation. 

Most important, it injected new blood, 
new ideas, the spirit of competition into 
labor circles which previously were inactive 
because the entrenched leadership was 
getting by on past accomplishments, Bigger 
and better membership, better Wage and 
working conditions, scientific approaches 
‘to labor problems were some of the con- 
structive results of this family feud. 

While we obviously deplored the schism 
between the AFL and CIO, we sincerely be- 
lieve the dissension had certain benefits 
from which the rank and file, and even 
Management and unorganized workers, prof- 
ited. This struggle, while bitter and at 
times unfair, resulted in a gain of mem- 
bership over a period of less than 10 years 
which .is literally phenomenal. 

From 3,000,000 union members in 1933, 
the combined AFI-CIO membership has 
risen .to 11,000,000 in 1942. There is no 
sound reason why that great number can- 
not be doubled again within another decade 
if our labor leadership and the rank and 
file keep their feet on the ground and 
adhere to the American axiom that “Fair 
and healthy competition is the life of 
trade.” 

Certainly the Labor Tribune hopes that the 
coming conference will go all the way. How- 
ever, if complete labor unity does not ma- 
terialize, it is hoped that the two.groups 
can unite on a broad program for political 


and economic action to protect the gains.

In this action our flyers shot 
down 11 of the flight of 15 Jap | 
planes, without the loss of a 
United States plane. 

Starkes and the other pilots were 
on combat air patrol over our sur- 
face forces shortly after 1 p. m. 
when they saw a line of dive bomb- 
ers approaching at 10,000 feet. 


Story of Fight. 


“Lieut. H. M. Jensen of St. Paul, 
Minn., my section leader, took us 
over,” Starkes related, “and he 
dived on the enemy planes just as 
they went into their dive. I pushed 
over behind one of them and got 
on his tail in a matter of seconds. 
I gave him a short burst and 
flames shot from his cockpit, then 
spread back and enveloped the en- 
tire plane. He fell away, out of 
control at 8000 feet. 

“I kept diving and got on an- 
other one and saw my bullets hit. 
The pilot apparently was killed, 
because the plane went into a 
spin at 3000 feet. Hanging on my 
safety belt I looked back and saw 
the plane hit. Both planes had 
jettisoned their bombs, 


“I glanced over to my right 
and saw three enemy planes try- 
ing to get away by skimming the 
water under 100 feet. I made at 
least eight passes and finally got 
one. He had turned into me as if 
he was going to slug it out, head 
on. 
“That,” Starkes continued, “was 
a mistake. 

“fT started shooting while we 
were speeding toward each other 
like @ couple of bats out of hell. 

“All of a sudden he blew up and 
plunged into the water. 

“T believe I hit the other two 
in the wings after chasing them 
until my ammunition was ex- 
hausted.” Pa 


Leader Gets Two. 


Lieut. Jensen, meanwhile, got two 
planes for himself, hitting the first 
as it started a dive and following 
down to 500 feet, where the Japa- 
nese plane burst into flames and 
spiralled to the water. . 

“T saw another running away 
near the water,” Jensen related, 
“and gave hima long burst. Flames 
came, then the plane exploded and 
hit the water.” 


Ensign Mark (Highpockets) 
Bright of Anderson, Ind., was cred- 
ited with two enemy planes downed 
and two assists in the battle, 

“T got one man in a dive,” 
Bright said, “and believe he was 
hit but I couldn’t tell because I 
was going so fast I passed him. 
Then I got my guns on a man 
ahead and gave a burst. The Jap 
landing gear caught fire and then 
the whole plane was in flames. The 
rear seat man was firing at me. 
I doubt he dropped any bombs. 

“I got on another at the bottom 
of his dive and he was flaming 
when I passed. I did a wingover 
and saw him hit the water. Fif- 
teen minutes later, I spotted one 
dive bomber heading for Guadal- 
canal. I attacked with another 
fighter from dead astern. He 
went into a 60-degree dive into the 
beach in a burst of flames. A min- 
ute later I saw another dive bomb- 
er heading almost about 100 feet 
above the water. I attacked with 
another pilot, and the plane burst 
into flames and plunged into the 
sea.”

Ensign Donald Innis of Nevada, 
Mo., a few minutes before the dive 
bomber attack had pitched into 
an enemy flight of high altitude 
bombers at 10,000 feet.

Zeros screaming down in the sun 
from a great altitude. I pulled up

“Hell resulted and I saw tracer 
bullets from a Zero on my tail. 
Another Zero was pulling up in a 
wingover in front of me, and I 
gave him a long burst. He fell off 
with many holes in the fuselage. 
Other Zeros jumped me and, out of 
ammunition, I headed for the 
clouds.” 


Innis returned to his carrier with 
49 holes in his plane and a large 
part of his elevators shot away. 
Lieut. H. S. Brown Jr. of Martin, 
Ga., was on Innis’ right when the 
Zeros jumped them. He said “I 
saw one Zero at our level, coming 
fast. I turned toward him, shoot- 
ing. He went down. I followed, 
still shooting. Another came from 
the side. I pulled over and shot at 
him. Another came from the oth- 
er side and I gave him a short 
burst, Then one came from below 
and I gave him a burst, 
“I pulled up and one must have 
gotten on my tail. There was a 
puff of smoke and I felt a bullet 
hit my leg. I dived, zig-zagging 
and sliding, and made for the near- 
est clouds.

AIR WAR ON NAZIS 
ON TWO FRONTS

HERE seems to be a distinct 

possibility that a joint bomb- 

ing policy against Germany 
was one of the subjects discussed. 
by Prime Minister Churchill and 
his military advisers during their 
visit to Moscow. Thus the bomb- 
ing of Germany and German-held 
areas is being stepped up in two 
distinct ways. 


To the heavy British night bomb- 
ings are being added, first, the 
high level daylight precision bomb- 
ing by the American Army Air 
Forces, and, second, the Russian 
bombings in Eastern Germany and 
Hungary, striking at target areas 
which previously have been com- 
paratively free from air attack. 

The importance of these develop- 
ments can hardly be overestimated. 
Like any other form of military at- 
tack, a bombing campaign must be 
thoroughly planned and must have 
well-defined objectives. Mere spo- 
radic dropping of bombs some- 
where in enemy territory does no 
more good than aimless artillery 
bombardment. 

The day and night feature in 
the West must be considered from 
the point of view, first, of the de- 
fending aircraft and A-A artillery. 
As long as no serious attack was 
to be expected except at night, the 
Germans could leave the defense to 
a certain number of night fighter 
squadrons, and the anti-aircraft 
batteries could get by with a sin- 
gle shift of men. If it becomes nec- 
essary to have defenses alert all 
around the clock, day fighter 
squadrons will be needed in much 
larger numbers than now appear 
to be available in Western Europe, 
and at least two reliefs will be re- 
quired for the anti-aircraft guns. 
These considerations will impose a 
serious additional strain on the 
German war machine at a mo- 
ment when the demands of the 
Russian front are already extreme- 
ly hedvy and may grow heavier; 
and at a moment when a German 
drive in Africa has failed because 
of lack of air support. 

Then there is added to these de- 
mands for fighters and trained A-A 
gunners the new need for increased 
protection for points in eastern 
Germany, Austria and Hungary, 
areas which up to this time had 
been able to get by with a mini- 
mum degree of protection. The 
point is that all these things are 
happening at once. And they must 
be dealt with at once. The Ger- 
mans have been accustomed, by 
reason of their continued posses- 
sion of the strategic initiative, to 
deal with their problems one by 
one and they had not previously 
had to face the need for meeting 
several simultaneous strains on 
their war ecenoimy. 

Another point to be kept in mind 
is the persistence with which the 
various air attacks are being di- 
rected against important centers 
of communication. Attacks on rail- 
way junctions, locomotive shops, 
and even trains in motion, are re- 
ported. Such damage is cumulative 
in its effect and 
troublesome to a @at 
a huge military effort b 
frontiers, an effort which even 
without air interference would im- 
pose unusual straing on its railway 
system.

It appears now that these deci- 
sions are being taken.

How much more valuable 
for the Russians and everyone else 
would be a blow designed to end 
the Nazi menace once and for all. 
Decision in Africa. 

There are a number of prerequil- 
sites for such a blow, however. One 
of the most obvious is the final 
liquidation of the Axis threat in 
Africa. The desert lull wags broken 
last Monday as the bulk of 
Field Marshal Rommel’s Afrika 
Korps moved forward into mine- 
fields and around the southern end 
of the Eighth Army’s line in an 
attack similar to that which threw 
back the British from El Gazala 
in June. 

Gen. Rommel apparently found 
the Eighth Army revitalized under 
its new commanders and ready for 
his thrust. Only the scantiest in- 
formation is available about the

These, then, are the principal 
factors as the new phase of the 
war begins.

Lacking in Bomb Power. 

The truth remains, however, that 
the Army Air Forces have no 
planes equipped for “saturation” 
bombardment, or the total, syste- 
matic pulverization of large-scale 
objectives such as would be re- 
quired for defigitive air attacks on 
Nazi war factories and transpor- 
tation. It is worthy of note that 
American bombers rarely employ 
missiles exceeding 500 pounds in 
weight, while British “block bust- 
ers” range as high as 4000 pounds. 

It has been argued that Ameri- 
can and English heavy bombers 
are not rivals but complements. 
The former, which grew out of 
four-engined passenger ships de- 
veloped for transcontinental and 
South American travel, were de- 
signed for the vast spaces of the 
Pacific. Since Pearl Harbor, they 
have turned into routine the cir- 
cumnavigation of the globe in 3000- 
mile jumps. British craft were 
planned with the specific mission 
of continental bombardment, It is 
fortunate, some apologists contend, 
that the United Nations have both 
sorts of plane—one for short-dis- 
tance, “saturation” attacks by night 
in Western Europe, and the 
other for long-range precision 
bombardment by day in Eastern 
Germany, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia. Such differences have been 
praised as assuring round-the- 
clock bombardment. 

Obviously, the ideal would be a 
ship uniting the speed, toughness 
and high-altitude capacity of the 
Fortress and Liberator with the 
redoubled punishing power of the 
Stirling and Lancaster, Arm-chair 
designers protest that such a com- 
bination is impracticable. There 
is ample cause to believe they 
have reckoned without Yankee in- 
ventive genius, and that sooner or 
later an American. four-engine 
craft will take the air with radical 
improvements over present types, 
particularly in respect to bomb ca- 
pacity. If so, that will be a con- 
clusive commentary on the heavy 
bomber dispute, 

Classes of Fighter Plane. 

Before entering on the darker 
subject of fighter planes, it is 
necessary to remark that these 
are divided into low, medium and 
high-altitude pursuits on the basis 
of whether their ceiling of max- 
imum performance is around 
16,000, 22,000 or 30,000 feet. That 
their respective performances are 
best up to these heights does not 
mean they cannot labor many 
thousands of feet higher, but that 
at a given point the motor starts 
to grow “winded,” like a mountain 
climber ascending-into rarer and 
rarer atmosphere. Efficient me- 
dium and high-altitude flight is 
made possible by a device called 
the super-charger, which crams 
huge extra drafts of air, including 
oxygen, into the carburetor. 

Any well-balanced aviation pro- 
gram includes fighters of all three 
sorts, but the indispensable one 
has become the high-altitude pur- 
suit, without which there can be 
no hope of achieving command of 
the skies. Note should be made 
also of the fact that a general 
agreement exists under which the 
United States specializes in bomb- 
ers and Great Britain in fighters. 

This informal bargain is said to 
have been struck by Donald M. 
Nelson, chairman of the War Pro- 
duction Board, and Capt. Oliver 
Lyttelton, British Minister of Pro- 
duction, during the latter’s visit to 
Washington two months ago. 

Since the designs of bombers 
are comparatively stable, they are 
adaptable to American mass‘ out- 
put methods. Pursuit models, 
which change incessantly, are bet- 
ter suited to the British technique 
of production in “batches.” 

U. 8. High-Altitude Pursuits. 

Sub-stratosphere combat first 
emerged in the Battle of Britain, 
with German craft soaring higher 
and higher to escape Spitfires and 
anti-aircraft shells. Two years 
later, the United States has in 
service a -comparatively small 
number of high-altitude fighters, 
these being the two-engine type 
known as the Lockheed P-38 
Lightning interceptor. Gen. Ar- 
nold has related that at least one 
Lightning has engaged in battle, 
and shot down in succession two 
Japanese four-engine flying boats 
of the K-97 class. Other P-38s are 
reported from England ‘as having 
cruised over the continent without 
meeting an enemy who dared rise 
to meet them. 

During the present year, the 
British have placed in the battle 
line two high-altitude pursuits—a 
new version of the Supermarine 
Spitfire and the Bristol Beau- 
fighter, which, with twin Pegasus 
motors and a crew of three, is 
probably the most powerful craft 
among fighters. The Germans have 
two in service, the Messerschmitt 
109-F and Focke-Wulf 190. Even

The specific American answer to 
the Messerschmitt 109-F, the 
Focke-Wulf 190 and the Mitsubishi- 
01 is the Republic P-47 Thunder- 
bolt.. This ponderous, swift and 
formidable pursuit has not yet en- 
gaged in combat, though it is re- 
ported that Thunderbolts are un- 
dergoing tests in England. They 
are still in minor production. 
Since they were developed by one 
of the smaller aviation companies, 
the construction of special plants 
was found necessary for output of 
battle volume. In consequence, 
there is doubt whether the Thun- 
derbolt will attain adequate pro- 
duction before 1943. 

Americans in Spitfires. 

Why are American pilots in Eng- 
land usifig the new Spitfire in pref- 
erence to the Bell Airacobra and 
Curtiss P-40F? Partly because of 
the understanding between this 
country and Britain dividing ulti- 
mate responsibility for bomb- 
ers and fighters. But it is 
difficult to escape a suspicion that 
the Army slumbered during the 
first year of high-altitude pursuit 
combat, and that its belated expe- 
dients for catching up are in the 
nature of frantic makeshifts. 

The Airacobra was designed as 
a low-altitude strafing plane, for 
use against enemy troops and 
tanks, and for support of ground 
lforces. The P-40 was originally 
an anti-bomber craft, and was 
based on the allegation that 82 per 
cent of all bombing of England 
was launched from a height less 
than 18,000 feet. The remedies hur- 
riédly employed this year were a 
change of engine for the P-40 and 
a struggle. to supercharge the 
Airacobra’s Allison motor. 

The-Lockheed Lightning had its 
prototype in a two-engine fighter, 
the Grumman Skyrocket, which the 
Navy tried out some years ago ‘and 
rejected because of its clumsiness 
in maneuver. The Thunderbolt was 
made possible by the Pratt & 
Whitney Double Wasp motor, 
which was installed in a model 
about six years old. Even Maj. 
Seversky, the original designer, 
owns to skepticism, and writes as 
follows: “The fact that ®*the P-47 
now looks as good as anything the 
Axis has already exhibited in com- 
bat does not preclude the possi- 
bility that meanwhile the enemy 
has perfected superior planes.” 

Motors and Superchargers. 

The question of American medi- 
um and high-altitude pursuits in- 
volves the history of the turbo-su- 
percharger and the General Motors 
liquid-cooled Allison motor. These 
ships are planes of the Curtiss P-40 
series, ranging from P-40C Toma- 
hawks and P-40D Kittihawks to 
P-40F Warhawks; the Bell P-39 
Airacobra and the North American 
P-51 Mustang. A British - lend- 
lease craft of recent model, the 
Mustang is not yet in American 
service, but is being groomed by 
its champions to replace the P-40, 
the basic model of which is six 
years old or more, There is somé 
reason to believe that the P-40s 
would already have been dropped 
if they were not in conaiderenie 
daily production. 

When a large part of. this coun- 
try’s modern aviation equipment 
in’ the Pacific was destroyed on 
the ground at Pearl Harbor and in 
the Philippines, the Army had to 
fall back on an early, low-altitude 
Curtiss, the P-40C Tomahawk. It 
was far outclassed by the Japanese 
Zeroes in climbing ability, ma- 
neuver acrobatics and altitude ca- 
pacity, but proved to be superior 
in fire-power, structural stamina 
and defensive strength. If there 
was an edge in cruising speed, it 
belonged to the P-40, 


American Device, 


The turbo-supercharger, with a 
blower driven by the motor’s ex- 
haust gases, is used only in Ameri- 
can planes. Other countries use a 
version in which the blower is 
geared to the driving shaft. The 
turbo-supercharger was patented 
April 18, 1922, by Sanford A. Moss, 
now a consulting engineer for Gen- 
eral Electric, In an effort to es- 
cape clouds, icing and storms, air 
passenger lines began experiment- 
ing with this device in 1936, and 
thereby invented substratosphere 
flight. The first supercharger was 
installed in a Flying Fortress in 
1938, A year later, before the out- 
break of the present war, it was 
made standard equipmént for all 
Navy planes, including fighters, 

Since the Navy employs air- 
cooled motors exclusively in its 
planes, and since they have always 


powered military bombers, the

“Perhaps the new Spitfire will prove itself better in combat 
than anything we can produce.

| “The fact is that Spitfires were. used to protect our bombers 
(at Dieppe) only because we had made a deal with the British 
whereby we could get our bombers into action faster by. using 
their excellent fighters as support pending the arrival of our own. 

“Our high-altitude fighter, and I.am speaking now of the two-. 
engined P-38 (Lockheed Lightning), will have at least as great 
fire-power as the Spitfire, will climb and perform as high and, 
for all practicable purposes, will go wherever a bomber goes. This 
the Spitfire, having a very limited range and time in the air, 
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Whitney Wasps have long been su- 
percharged. The Pratt & Whitney 
Double Wasp, an 18-cylinder job 
of 2000 horsepower, made possible 
the development of the Thunder- 
bolt from an old model devised by 
Maj. Seversky. The Wright 14 
cylinder Double Cyclone develops 
1600 horsepower, and the new 
Wright Duplex Cyclone, with 18 
cylinders, mounts to a horsepower 
of 2200. 
Liquid-Cooled Motors. 

For plausible reasons having 
chiefly to do with air resistance, 
the Army preferred to equip its 
fighters with liquid-cooled motors. 
The American engine of this type 
is the Allison, the former horse- 
power of which has recently been 
stepped up from 1150 to 1325. It 
drives the Lockheed Lightning, 
Airacobra and Mustang. 

Early this year the vital im- 
portance of high and medium alti- 
tude combat became visible to the 
blindest. It was then realized that 
the Allison, in addition to relative- 
ly weak power, had no supercharg- 
er. With frantic haste, this motor 
was dropped from the P-40 and in 
its place was installed the British 
supercharged Rolls-Royce Merlin 
XX, manufactured in the United 
States by the Packard Motor Co. 
Thus was created the P-40F, first 
of the Curtiss series to rise from 
low to medium-altitude capacity. 

Allison was ordered to furnish 
its motors with superchargers. The 
engines of the Lockheed Light- 
ning, thus improved, are special 
jobs. The Airacobras are to be 
raised from low to medium-height 
performance through. the installa- 
tion of supercharged Allisons. This 
will require considerable re-de- 
signing, since the supercharger is 
a device of no small weight and 
size, and the P-39 is already so 
compact that it could give lessons 
in economy of. space to a sardine 
canner. Thanks to modern and 
superior lines, the Mustang com- 
mands a 22,000-foot ceiling with an 
ordinary Allison. 

It was the Allison’s weakness 
which compelled the equipment of 
the Lockheed Lightning with two 
motors, mounted on twin booms 
and exerting an aggregate horse- 
power of 2650. The Lightning 
climbs its first mile in a minute 
and ‘develops a speed of more 
than 400 miles an hour despite its 
weight of 13,500 pounds, twice that 
of the average pursuit. On ac- 
count of its construction, however, 
the Lightning is regarded as highly 
lacking in maneuverability. 

Foreign Motors Better. 

‘American backwardness in. de- 
veloping .the liquid-cooled motor 
is shown by the fact that both the 
British and Germans have in serv- 
ice today supercharged engines of 
this type with horsepower in ex- 
cess of 2200. They are the Daim- 
ler-Benz and Napier Sabre. . The 
Army Air Forces ‘have refused to 
avail themselvés thus far of the 
Napier Sabre, on the ground that 
it is still “experimental.” Neither 
has Allison been encouraged to put 
into production a 24-cylinder 
liquid-cooled model of 2650. horse- 
power, which was exhibited at the 
New York World’s Fair more 
than three years ago. 

America’s failure to keep abreast 
of the times in the matter of 
liquid-cooled motors ig particularly 
regretted in the case of the Aira- 
cobra, designed by Lawrence D. 
Bell on the theory that air fighters 
should not be planes with guns but 
fire-power on wings. No other 
pursuit is so savagely armed, for 
it carries a 37-mm. cannon and a 
battery of light and heavy machine 
guns. No other craft of its weight 
is capable of such agile maneuvers 
and high velocity turns, because 
its center of gravity coincides with 


engine, pilot’s seat and retracting 
gear are installed. Some 2000 of 
these ships were produced before 
Pearl Harbor. They have fought on 
many of the Wworld’s war fronts. 
Gen, Arnold quotes a Russian re- 
port that a.squadron of P-39s de- 
stroyed 73 German planes with a 
loss of only two Aliracobras. 
Valor of U. 8S. Pilots. 
Many Japanese losses in the air 
have been attributable to Flying 
Fortresses and naval fighter craft. 
The latter are medium-altitude per- 
formers. Others were due to the 
resourcefulness and valor of Ameri- 
can Army pilots, who often com- 
pensated for their serious handi- 


caps by inventing new tactics. For 
example, to gain superior speed,

to abnormal heights and plunge 
down in terrific power dives, 
Officers of the Army Air Forces, 
when complaint is made _ that 
American pursuits were outflown 
by Japanese fighters; retort with 
a radio blast alleged to have come 
from Tokyo while the “Flying Ti- 
gers” were operating in Burma. A 
threat to resort to mustard gas 
was said to have been made, if 
American pilots didn’t stop taking 
advantage of “our heroic Japanese 


jairmen” by using better planes. 


- Invented Then Neglected. 


If substratosphere flight and the 
turbo-supercharger have been 
slighted in American pursuit craft, 
a survey of the record shows that 
three other American inventions, 
the dive bomber, aerial torpedo and 
paratroops, suffered until recently 
from strange and protracted neg- 
lect at the hands of the Air Corps 
and. its successor, the Army Air 
Forces, The aerial torpedo was in- 
vented more than 20 years ago by 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. ke 
and is regarded as the coming 
weapon for dive bombers, on land 
as well as sea. 


Despite heroic efforts since Pearl 
Harbor, it appears that the military 
sky arm has scarcely emerged from 
its ‘teens in these and other ele- 
ments required for large-scale op- 
erations of air-borne troops, includ- 
ing transports, gliders and glider 
trains. 

London dispatches quote “mili- 
tary observers” ag pronouncing the 
chief lesson of the Dieppe raid to 
have been that no such inroad can 
be successful without dive bombers 
and parachute troops. This was 
three years after Hitler’s Stukas 
blasted Poland. .Lack of dive 
bombers is regarded as having 
been a leading factor in British 
reverses in North Africa. In their 
attitude toward this weapon, Unit- 
ed States Army aviation chiefs ap- 
pear to have followed the Royal 
Air Force, which has held the Stu- 
kas in contempt since their sorry 
showing in the Battle of Britain, 
on a mission for which these slow 
and vulnerable craft’ were never 
intended. 


No Dive Bombers Even in ’41. 


The dive bomber was invented 
soon after World War I by Glenn 
L. ‘Martin. It was tried out and 
rejected by the Navy. But the 
Navy officially adopted the dive 
bomber in 1936. It appears to 
haye been mentioned for the first 
time in a War Department release 
on July 29, 1941, announcing the 
creation of an Air Support Com- 
mand, For the maneuvers of Sep- 
tember, 1941, the Army was com- 
pelled to borrow six dive bombers 
from the Navy. The Army’s own 
dive bomber, authorized not long 
ago, is adapted from the Navy’s 
Douglas SBD Dauntless, used by 
the Marines in their attack on the 


Solomons. It is significant that! can 


this action was no raid, as at Di- 
eppe, but a conquest. The Daunt- 
less is to be supplanted by the 


Curtiss SB2C Helldiver, a carrier

The first military parachute leap 
in history occurred at Chanute 
Field, Tll., in April, 1928, when 10 
officers and men executed a suc- 
cessful “mass jump.” The Army 
decided not to proceed with the 
tactic, which was adopted with 
enthusiasm by the Germans and 
Russians. The. pioneer American 
parachute battalion of 500 men was 
organized in 1940 at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. In May, 1941, occurred 
the conquést of Crete, the first in- 
stance of occupation of . territory 
from the air. The Army’s answer, 
a month later, was an increase of 
its one parachute battalion to four. 
One such battalion was used for 
the first time in American mili- 
tary maneuvers last autumn. The 
following dates are illuminating: 

Sept. 18, 1941, the War Depart- 
ment authorized its first battalion 
of air-borne troops; July 1, 1942, 
Gen. Arnold announced the pioneer 
American Troop Carrier Command, 
to include gliders, transport planes 
and air-borne combat troops; July 
21, 1942, the first glider program 
was authorized (for want of glid- 
ers, it has been necessary to train 
some pilots with “dead stick” land- 
ings in power planes); Aug. 6, 
1942, the War Department an- 
nounced the authorization of its 
first air-borne divisions, with the

Air rt Overlooked. 


Since Pearl Harbor the Army and 


|Navy have set up a globe-circling 


air transport system unparalleled 
in history, with cargoes aggregat- 
ing hundreds of thousands of tons. 
But President Roosevelt’s original 
program of 50,000 military planes 
called for only 2 per cent in trans- 
ports. It wasn’t until last Aug. 10 
that the Army and Navy $an- 
nounced plans under which 30 per 
cent of all multi-engine planes 
will-some day be cargo and troop 
ships. 

It is clear that the present air 
transport system was made feas- 
ible in part chiefly by commandeer- 
ing commercial fleets and a waste- 
ful use of Army and Navy heavy 
and medium bombers, sorely need- 
ed on the battle fronts. The Navy’s 
Consolidated Coronados and two- 
engine Catalinas have been serving 
as sky freighters for months, in 
large numbers, over the Pacific 
and Atlantic, and Gen. Arnold is 
witness that for a year “the back- 
bone of the Atlantic ferry service” 
has been the Consolidated B-24. A 
huge program of military transport 
planes is now well under way, but 
will not become fully effective ear- 
lier than the end of the present 
year. 

U. S. Defensive Neutrality. 

A charge brought against Amert- 
can war aviation as a whole, from 
heavy bombers to smallest fight- 
ers, is that it is permeated through- 
out by the defense thesis, some- 
times known as “Maginot Line 
mentality,” to an extreme unknown 
in any other country. The Light- 
ning and Thunderbolt weigh twice 
or two and a half times as much 
as any recorded pursuits, and no 
slight part of the added weight is 
devoted to armor and structural 
toughness. Innumerable dispatches 
have told of bombers and fighters 
which were riddled with bullets and 
shells, and ‘nevertheless returned 
to their bases. Or else they rammed 
enemy ships and clipped off wings 
or tails without damage to them- 
selves. 

A Messerschmitt 110 which the 
British recovered intact last year 
and sent to this country for study 
was found to have little defensive 
protection. The first Zeros were 
a complete tactical surprise to 
Americans. Beyond any other 
planes in history, they embodied 
the pure offensive. They were 
stripped of every ounce of protec- 
tive weight, including armor and 
parachutes. Both the German and 
Japanese commands regard as a 
stimulus to pilots the knowledge 
that life and death depend solely 
on their daring and skill. Both 
look on planes and airmen as ex- 
pendable material. 

That the second Zeroes have 
been greatly “toughened up” is 
thought to argue no sudden con- 
cern on the part of Tokyo for the 
safety of its pilots. The Mitsu- 
bishi-00 was so light as to provide 
only a flimsy gun-platform, with 
a result that its two 20-mm can- 
non and two light machine guns 
were out-shot and out-ranged by 
the P-40C Tomahawk’s 50-caliber 
weapons. Moreover, when the 
first Zeroes attempted steep dives 
—which it was a favorite Ameri- 
stratagem to lure them .into 
doing—their fragile wings were as 
likely as not to fold up. 

The American theory is that the 
lives of pilots, gunners, navigators 
and bombardiers, with their long 
and expensive training, are precious 
in a military if not a human sense, 
The ruling policy is that long gov- 
erning the Navy’s battleships, in 
which other elements were sacri- 
ficed to capacity for giving and 
taking maximum punishment. The 
nation’s bombers and fighters are 
relied on to slog their way out of 
almost any engagement. 

Obstacle to Second Front. 

What is the bearing of such data 
on the question of a second front 
in Europe? Dieppe is held to have 
taught that no permanent beach- 
head can be established on the con- 
tinent without high-altitude fight- 
ers to sweep enemy planes from 
the sky, dive bombers to pulverize 
artillery installations and machine- 
gun nests, and air-borne troops to 
effect an occupation. 

The conclusion appears to be that 
a double obstacle exists—not only 
shipping but aviation, and that the 
United States is still too weak in 
the air, in quality and quantity, to 
take its part in so formidable -an 
enterprise. Not until another year 
will the Army Air Forces command 
sufficient resources of the indis- 
pensable elements of high-altitude 
pursuits, dive bombers, transports, 
gliders, glider trains, paratroops 
and other equipment of air-borne 
combat units.

Detinning Facilities Expanded by 
Order of WPB. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
Expansion of detinning facilities, 
te help relieve the critical shortage 
of tin and steel scrap, was an- 
nounced today by the War Produc- 
tion Board. 

Estimating. present maximum 
capacity at 3000 tons of pure 
tin and 297,000 tons of scrap steel 
a year, the WPB said this would 
be increased to 5000 tons of tin 
and 495,000 tons of steel by mid- 
1943. 

The WPB added, however, that 
this quantity of critical metals 
“will be recovered only when the 
nation’s housewives furnish prop- 
erly prepared used tin cans, and 
only when local collection agencies 
segregate and deliver the cans to 
detinners.”

WLB GRANTS 5C AN HOUR RISE 
TO 6800 AT MONTGOMERY WARD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board today or- 
dered an increase of five cents an 
hour for 6800 employes of the 
warehouse, mail order house, and 
retail store of Montgomery Ward 
Co., in Chicago. 

The Board adopted a unanimous 
recommendation of a mediation 
panel, which said that the increase 
was needed to bring wages up to 
a 15 per cent increase in the cost 
of living between Jan. 1, 1941 and 
May, 1942. 

The wage increase was made 
retroactive to June 2, 1942, the 
date the case was certified to the 
board by the Labor Department. 

Additional factors mentioned by 
the panel in its report to the board 
were “a wage scale which is very 
low,” and “an abnormally high 
turnover indicative of employe un- 
rest.” 

The .United Retail, Wholesale 
and Department Store Employes

ployes, had asked for an increase 
of 15 cents an hour. 


ARMY TO LAUNCH 60 BOATS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
The Navy hailed as a world’s rec- 
ord for the shipbuilding industry 
today the program of 150 keel lay- 
ings and launchings on Labor day 
while the Army announced that 60 
boats of its own would slide down 
the ways Monday. 

Assistan® Secretary of the Navy 
Ralph Bard said that many of the 
warships were being delivered far 
ahead of schedule. Among them 
are destroyers, submarine chasers, 
motor torpedo boats, mine sweep- 
ers, coastal transports, seaplane 
tenders and other ships.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).—

ternational Student Assembly to- 
day into argumentative .groups 
which finally dissolved when Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt led the way 
to the White House for tea. 

Mrs, Trude Pratt, general secre- 
tary of the United States Commit-' 
tee of the International Students 
Service, which sponsored the as- 
sembly, read what she called a 
joint declaration of youth’s credo, 
saying it had been drafted by a 
presiding committee composed of 
the leader from each delegation. 
But delegates from only about 40 
of the 56 countries represented had 
signed it by the time the session 
broke up (it was never formally 
adjourned). 

Lithuanians Reject It.

LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., Sept, 5. 


UGGY wheels are turning, rolling 

along, and workmen are sing- 

ing their song, at the Knapp 
vehicle plant down by the railroad 
tracks in this Indiana town.  Ed- 
win J. Knapp, who stuck to buggies 
through lean years when nobody 
wanted them, is happy again, for 
the buggies are coming back. And, 
because he stuck, he now has the 
only factory in the country for 
turning them out exclusively. 


The factory of the Standard Ve- 
hicle Co. is not what it used to be. 
It is swayhacked like an old buggy 
horse, its floors sag crazily and its 
office furniture tilts at odd angles, 
and what keeps the three-story 
building from collapsing is hard to 
understand. Some say it is the 
never-say-die spirit of the Knapps 
which kept the business going 
when there was no business and 
held on when there was nothing to 
hold to. Nothing, that is, except 
their faith that a better day would 
come and the buggies would come 
rolling back. 


The old factory building had 
stood through Ohio river floods 
and many a storm, straight and 
sturdy, mocking the misfortunes 
that had reduced it to practical 
uselessnéss, until June last year, 
when it sank under the weight of 
its decrepitude and to all appear- 
ances was down and out. What 
happened was that the main pier 
supporting the floor timbers crum- 
bled and the floors sank several 
feet with a great crunching and 
grinding, sending up clouds of dust. 
The walls, though, withstood the 
strain and when the dust had 


cleared there stood the old build-. 


ing looking,. from the outside, as 
sturdy as ever. 

Ed Knapp wasn’t there when it 
happened, He had gone over to 
Newton on some errand not con- 
nected with the buggy business, 
which as a matter of fact was 
about as extinct as a business 
could be. 

Irene Nolke, the bookkeeper, was 
there, for the firm still went 
through the motions of keeping 
books. She dodged the tumbling 
office furniture and ran down into 


the street. It was something that | 


should be brought to the attention 
of Mr. Knapp. She sent Harry 
Ryan, who found him at a filling 
station in Newton, and, not trust- 
ing himself to break such mo- 


- mentous news, told him that he 


was wanted at the factory.

NAPP returned and found a lot 
of people around the building 
waiting for it to fall, but it 
didn’t, He looked it over and de- 
cided that it still was a pretty good 
factory. The floors had found a 
firm lodgment and probably would 
stay where they were.

Fisher was strong, but in the 
panic of 1893 the strong company 
went under, while the small new 
firm somehow survived. Through 
the years it prospered gnd grew. 
That was. before the assembly 
line, but there were good work- 
men in those days and there came 
a time when the factory was turn- 


‘ing out 75 vehicles a day. 


Around the turn of the century

liam Knapp viewed the outlandish, 
smellish contraption with con- 
tempt, It was a freak that would. 
have its day and be no more. 
Buggies would go on forever. Firm 
in. that faith he went his way, 
building more and better buggies. 
Through the nearly two decades 
when the automobile was coming 
into its own he held to his course. 
Through the first World War he 
watched the development of the 
automobile industry. He could no 
longer laugh it off, but he wasn’t 
licked: He was defiant. He would 
enlarge his borders and make more 
buggies. In 1919 he and his son, 
Edwin, who had grown up in the 
business, bought the plant of 
James & Meyer, here at Lawrence- 
burg, and launched a drive to show 
the automobiles up and put them 
in their place. This at a time 
when vehicle factories were blow- 
ing up with loud reports all over 
the country. Everybody said the 
Knapps were foolish. Some went 
further and said they were crazy.

T ended in disaster but not in 
| detent. At the end of 1920 the 

Knapp corporation was $262,000 
in the hole. The business and the 
plant were not worth anything 
like that much. William Knapp 
could have gone through bankrupt- 
cy, saving his private estate, but 
he did not for a moment consider 
such a course. That would have 
been defeat on top of disaster. It 
would have been the collapse of 
the business into which he had put 
his life and the ending in dishonor 
of an honorable career. It would 
have been a betrayal of the buggies 
to which he had given his devo- 
tion. Besides, it was no time to 
quit. The automobiles would have 
their day. By and by the bug- 
gies would come back. | 


William Knapp was 63 years old, 
an old man as years are counted, 
and he had worked hard, but he 
was rugged still and his spirit was 
unbroken.

his good right arm and he had 
not lost his blacksmith’s skill. Not 
while he could swing a hammer 
would he strike his colors, So Wil- 
liam Knapp put on his blacksmith’s 
apron again and went back into 
the shop. He sent son Eddie out 
into the far places for such orders 
as he could get. With the aid of 
one mechanic William Knapp, 
blacksmith, turned out the few ve- 
hicles that were ordered.

ILLIAM KNAPP had his 

W happy days. They were the 

days when he went to the 
bank with money in his hands to 
repay what had been borrowed in 
the time of his prosperity, money 
that the bankers didn’t demand, 
but money that he couldn’t keep at 
the price of his honor. Little by 
little the debt was reduced. Wil- 
liam Knapp lived for two things— 
to pay the Gebt and see the return 
of horse-and-buggy days. 

Then came the Ohio River flood 
of January, 1937. The rising water 
surrounded and threatened the 
buggy factory. William Knapp 
was 80 years old then, Partly be- 
cause the railroad tracks weré un- 
der water and he could not get to 
Cincinnati and partly because he 
had some notion that he could de- 
fend his property against the flood, 
he took up his position in the 
building. On a remembered Sun- 
day at the height of the flood, 
when all the inhabitants of Law- 
renceburg were ordered to evacu- 
ate the town, William, over his pro- 
test, was taken in a boat from a 
second-story window. As he was 
taken away in the boat, he saw 
some of the factory buildings and 
their contents floating away. In- 
tent upon paying off his debt, he 
had not felt like paying the price 
of insurance and the property that 
the flood took was a total loss. It 
might have been accredited to him 
as an offset to his debt but he 
would not hear to that. 

William lived two years after 
that, spending part of his time 
clearing the flood mud out of the 
main building, the only one that 
had been left, thinking vaguely of 
the time when the buggy would 
come back and a clean factory 
would be needed to turn out the 
vehicles that the people would 
want. 

He worked, as was his wish, on 
the last day that he lived. At the 
end of the day he took off his 
blacksmith apron and went home. 
That night he died. He had not 
lived to pay all of his debt but he 
had done his best and had died 
without dishonor. He had not seen 
the horse and buggy come back, 
except as it is given to the dim- 
ming eyes of the aged to see far- 
ther into the future than brighter 
eyes can see, In the lifetime of 
his son would be fulfilled the 
prophecy that in hig own life he 
had spoken. 

Now Edwin Knapp was head of 
the business of which his father 
had been the head for 48 yéars. 
Now it was for him to make the 
choices and decisions that had al- 
ways been made by his father, 
strong and self-reliant to the last.

W. C. Fields fans will remember his road-hog sequence, which was 
a comic delight, and if it will give them comfort, our West Coast spies 
and subversive agents report that a W. C. Fields sequence was cut out 
of “Tales of Manhattah” because it was just too darn good for the rest 
of the picture, 

Even as “If I Had a Million” failed to ring the bell, so did “Night 
Flight” of 1933, which had John Barrymore, Lionel Barrymore, Helen 
Hayes, Clark Gable, Robert Montgomery and Myrna Loy in its cast. 
Who remembers what it was about? As the title indicates, it dealt with 
the opening of a new airline, in South America, Only the fact that 
Lionel scratched his chest and that this annoyed John remains as this 
reviewer’s impression of all that effort.

Americans to Have as Much Meat 
- Under Rationing as in Depression 


2% Pounds Per Person Won’t Be Equal to 
Amount Consumed in Last War, 
However, Say Officials. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 5 (AP).—Amer- 
icans will have as much meat per 


person under proposed Govern- 
ment rationing as they had 
through most of the depression 
years, perhaps more than they 
had then, but not as much as dur- 
ing the last war. This was shown 
today by an analysis of meat trade 
statistics. 

Government authorities hope to 
permit average civilian consump- 
tion of 2% pounds per person each 
week after allowing for the large 
requirements of the armed forces 
at home and abroad, as well as 
exports to the United Nations. 
Soldiers and sailors now eat more 
than double that amount. 

Assuming rationing would result 
in an annual civilian per capita 
consumption of around 130 pounds, 
exclusive of lard, American Meat 
Institute estimates showed that 
will be heavier than some of the 
years of the last decade, particu- 
larly during the period of the 1934- 
36 drouth. For comparative pur- 
poses, here is the consumption 
record, with 1942 figures a prelim- 
inary estimate: 1929, 131.5 pounds; 
1930, 129; 1931, 130.5; 1932, 131; 
1933, 135.2; 1934, 134.7; 1935, 117; 
1936, 129.7; 1937, 126.4; 1938, 127.3; 
1939, 132.9; 1940, 141.6; 1941, 148; 
1942, 145. . 


The much smaller American pop- 
ulation ate a lot more meat, per 
person, than this durjng the last 
war and the years prior to it. In 
1917 per capita consumption was 
136.8 pounds; in 1918, 143 and in| 
1919, 138.9; before the outbreak of 
the last war in 1914, consumption 
seldom got below 150 pounds and 
in 1908 reached a record of 162 
pounds, 

In general domestic meat con- 
sumption follows production fairly 
closely. Because of huge exports, 
however, this is not true now for

ord the domestic civilian consump- 
tion contemplated under rationing 
would be no more than average 
for the past decade and about 10 
pounds per capita below average 
for all the years from 1900 to 1940. 
Livestock trade experts estimate 
the country’s meat output this sea- 
son at 24 billion pounds, of which 
Military and lend-lease require- 
ments will take 25 per cent or even 
more if shipping space becomes 
available. This leaves about 18 
billion pounds available for the 
reduced civilian population. Since 
130 million people eating 130 
pounds each would consume about 
17 billion pounds, there is only a 
billion pounds to spare in meeting 
expected increased requirements.
